It is 
composed of cocoa butter, oil of sweet 
almon’s, and refined ®* white wax in 
equal parts. Melt them together and 
stir until cool.—N,.

Everybody kncws that McCalla found 
out for Schley that Cervera’s fleet 
wasn't in Cienfuegos Harbor. He ar- 
rived in the afternoon one day, ani by 
nightfall had landed, learned the true 
situation and informed Schley what it 
was. From that time on he was work- 
ing day and night. He was on the San- 
tiago blockade for a while. Then he 
went to Guantanamo Bay, and it was 
while he was there that he developed 
into a manager of ships, men, and af- 
fairs such as I haven't heard of before 
or since. 

“Guantanamo Bay was his private, 
personal property, and no one that I 
ever heard of disputed his authority. 
He was the Admiral of the fleet of ships 
that made the bay their haven. No one 
moved without getting his permission. 
He assigned them to anchorages, and 
saw that they kept where they be- 
longed. During the early days of our 
occupation of the bay. Spanish soldiers 
held the shore, and they were not driv- 
en away until Huntington’s marines 
arrived. Between the time the Marble- 
head arrived at the bay and when the 
Panther came in with the marines the 
Spaniards used to lie in the underbrush 
along shore and take pot shots at the 
men on the ships. McCalla used to 
keep a watchful eye on all the ships, 
and if one of them got into range of the 
Spaniards, he’d call it out before any 
damage could be done. No one ever 
thought of doing anything without con- 
sulting him. Battteshipe used to come 
down from Santiago to coal, and their 
commanders ranked him, but I never 
heard that they interfered with Mc- 
Calla. I remember that Clark, of the 
Oregon, refused to interfere once, A 
merchant ship came into: the bay, and 
wanted to change captains. The change 
wasto be made through a United States 
officer, and as the Oregon was in the 
bay the two captains went aboard and 
asked him to make the transfer. He 
told them that McCalla was the boss of 
things around there, and he wouldn't 
interfere. So they went over to ‘the 
Marblehead, and the transfer was made 


by MeCalla. 
“McCalla never seemed to_ sleep. 
Whenever anything happened he was 


on deck himself and he knew ail the 
4c. ails of every transaction that was on 
foci. He was the commander-in-ch'ef 
vf the navy, the merchant marine, the 
inarine battalion and the Cubanos, who 
regarded him as their best friend. He 
bombarded forts and camps, fished for 
mines, kept the armory in his own 
eabin, looked out for the health of .the 
men-on shore andafloat, and did a lot 
of other things. Once he remarked toa 
friend who called on him at midnight 
and woke him up by stepping on him 
as he lay asleep on a mattress on the 
floor of the pilot house: ‘I'm. pretty 
busy here, and I don’t get much oppor- 
tunity to sleep £0 you must excuse me. 
You see I have to act as Admiral-Gen- 
eral, Harbormaster, Health Officer, 
Postmaster, Press Censor, Mayor of the 
American City over there (pointing to 
where Camp McCalla lay) and Light 
House Keeper, ‘and everything « else. 
There, Where's that boat going?’ and 
he began an investigation at once. 

“After the army landed at Siboney, 
ani before yellow jack appeared there, 
Capt. MceCalla expressed great fear that 
the disease would show itself. He had 
ordered personally that all the huts at 
pilot town be burned when the marines 
landed. He established a quarantine 
against Siboney. ‘And it’s not a paper 
quarantine,’ he said. ‘This regulation 
is going to be enforced. I’m not going 
to expose my men.’ No one even at- 
tempted to break it. McCalla was sorry 
to take the step, particularly because it 
worked a real hardship on some of the 
newspaper men, with whom he was on 
excellent terms. He arranged that when 
a newspaper despatch boat eame in 
with despatches to file, it should run 
alongside the Marblehead and give the 
stuff to him. He usually went to the 
gangway himself and received it, never 
failing to express. his regret that he 
couldn't invite the correspofients 
aboard. Usually he would bring ta 
glass of raspberry syrup for the news- 
paper man. It was the strongest drink 
he allowed himself. - 

“Early in the war some one circulated 
a story that McCalla was going to treat 
newspaper boats as pirate craft anil 
shoot them on sight. McCalla once suf- 
fered severely from newspaper attacks, 
and this was cited as the reason for his 
alleged proposed action. Of course it 
was ridiculous. No one in the navy was 
better liked or more respected than

‘I knew you wouldn’t,’ said the Captain, 
signing the despatch. 

“He was a god man in every capacity. 
I guess, for every one who came into 
contact with him said so. I forgot, 
though, not every one who came into 
contact with him liked him. Two or 
three transport captains tried to get 
eoal from him. He had heard of their 
treatment of the soldiers on the trip to 
Cuba. and he told them. what he 
thought of them. TI guess they never 
forgot it. Everv decent man, though. 
was McCalla’s friend. They all expect 
him to do things in the East that will 
make .people look vs. He will too.”

The Boer at Home. 


The average Dutcn farmhouse is a 
long, low-roofed cabin stuck in the mid- 
die of the veldt. Here, with his tribe 
of children and Kaffir servants, lives 
and dies the Boer farmer, says the Lon- 
con Mail. His herds and cattle are his 
only care; his only literature the Bible; 
his only recreation riding, smoking, or 
nigger-driving, the last being by far the 
favorite Boer sport. 

A howling chorus from the gaunt 
Kaffir dogs greets the visitor or be- 
nighted traveller. Alone on the veldt 
in’ a sparsely populated country, the 
Boer is, of course, hospitable, as men in 


; such circumstances always are and al- 


ways have been. 

The family troop out to see the trav- 
eler. There is the stalwart, weather- 
beaten, rough father, his ponderous, 
corpulent wife, and his dozen or so chil- 
dren. With each the traveler shakes 
then ushered into the 
house. ‘ 

A bowl of:-water is brought to the 
guest. Being a traveler he produces 
his soap and washes. The father. tak- 
ing the bowl, throws a small quantity 
of the water on his face and wipes it off 
with a towel. In the same water the 
whole family of 32:or,14 Hkewise wash 
themselves. They have no soap, ani 
the traveler ceases to wonder at the 
pronounced dirtiness of all the Boers he 
has met. 

For the evening meal thé clath is laid 
on the table and a sufficiency of bowls 
are set on plates. The mother brings in 
a big basin of mx and a dish of hard, 
crisp bread, or ‘Boer biscuit,’’ as it is 
called.’ A long Dutch grace is pro- 
nounced by the father. Then by the 
light of a single tallow candle supper is 
eaten. : 

For the father and visitor there is a 
small piece of boiled mutton. If the 
hungry traveler consumes his | small 
ration of meat before his host has fin- 
ished his portion, the Boer will cour- 
teously offer what meat he has not 
eaten! Yet the Boer is a wealthy man, 
usually possessing hundreds of heads 
of cattle. His whole life is one strange 
contrast of poverty and plenty. 

A long oration marks the conclusion 
of the meal, and a move is then made 
for bed. The signal for retiring is the 
bringing round of a bow! of water for 
tach person to wash his feet in. Shoes 
are taken off, and father and mother, 
boys and girls, all use the same water. 

Then, after he has kissed each of the 
family, the guest is shown to his room. 
Nowadays many farmhouses boast bed- 
rooms, with huge, high wooden beds, 
But it was, and still is the custom at 
many farms for the whole family to 
sleep on the floor of the living room. 

Goat and sheepskins are laid on the 
floor. Everybody sleeps in his or her 
thin clothes, removing only the _ veit- 
schoon. No Boer ever undresses. 

In the morning all rise with the sun. 
While coffee is being prepared the fam- 
ily sprinkle water on their faces and 
smear them over with a towel. 

Then the traveller thankful for his 
shelter, but not unhappy at the pros- 
pect of accommodation less primitive 


‘and savage, resumes his journey, and 


his host and sons go out to their day’s 
cattle tending.

FOR VERY YOUNG €HILDREN. 
By Christine Terhune Herrick. 


(Continued from last week.) 

When the age of eighteen months is 
reached, there are a few changes made, 
although the food remains materially the 
same. until the child is two and a half 
years old. His meals come down to four 
a day, which he should take at seven, 
eleven, two and half past six o'clock. 
The yolk of a soft-boiled egg and a small 
amount of cereal are added to his break- 
fast bread and milk, or he may have 
bread and butter in place of the last. 
His morning lunch igs unchanged, as is 
his supper, except that for the latter a 
dish of mi!k toast may sometimes be 
substituted for the bread and milk. His 
dinner is more substantial and may con- 
sist of a cupful of mutton or chicken 
broth or beef tea, about a tablespoonful 
of underdone mutton or beef, 
minced very fine, baked or mashed po- 
tatoes or boiled rice, and junket or rice 
or tapioca pudding for dessert. 

MUTTON OR LAMB BROTH. 

Put one pound of lean mutton or lamb 
into a saucepan with one quart of cold 
water. The neck of lamb may be used for 
this purpose or any of the coarser parts 
of the animal, so long as they are free 
from fat. Bring the water to a boil 
slowly, allowing it to take an hour to 
reach this point. 


Keep the pot closely | 


covered and let the meat stew slowly, ; 


until it falls to pieces, Strain it out as 
soon as it is cold and remove any of 
the fat that may have gatheréd on the 
top. Return it to the fire with a table- 
spoonful of rice which has been soaked 


in a little warm water, and simmer haf , 


an hour. Add to it then a half cup of 

milk, season with a little salt and cook 

five minates before serving. 
CHICKEN BROTH. 

Select a 
pieces, and crack the bones.

Turn off the water and lect 
the rice dry off in the pot, as you would 
do with potatoes, . 

It may seem unnecessary to give direc- 
tions for so simple a dish as boiled rice, 
but it is so seldom that one sees it prov- 
erly cooked that a repetition of the re- 
cipe is not out of place. 

MILK TOAST. 

Cut stale bread into slices of medium 
thickness, trim off the crust ard toast it 
brown over a ciear fire. Dip each el.ce 
for a second in boiling water, butier 
lightly and lay in a deep dish.

A VARIETY OF SANDWICH FILL-

It is doubtful if a third of the voters 
ef Andover know the names of the 
candidates for the speakership. of the 


Massachusetts legislature. Probably 
this. third may know that the two 


leading candidates are Mr. Myers of 
Cambridge and Mr. Bennett of Saugus, 
but beyond that, few of them know 
very little of the situation as it actually 
is today. 
It is very natural that they should 
know virtually nothing about this office 
which is decided by the votes of the 
representatives alone, however much 
they are indirectly interested in the 
office itself. 
But it is a very important. position 
nevertheless. The speaker of the Mass- 
achusetts legislature is a power next to 
the governor, in making laws for the 
state. In some of his work, such as the 
appoihtment of committees, he is even 
more powerful than the governor, » He 
should be aman of thé very highest 
character, of experience, of ability, 
The whole state demands these quali- 
ties and coming nearer home the town 
of Andover demands them. 
The only way the town of Andover 
has of showing its. wishes in the matter, 
is through the vote of her repres:nta- 
tive. Preliminary meetings and con- 
ferences show that Mr. Poor is a sup- 
porter of Frank P. Bennett of Saugus, 
for this high positio#. Now Mr. Poor 
has a right to support for any office, any 
man he sees fit to honor by his vote, 
and this brief discussion of his po- 
sition will undoubtedly have no influ- 
ence upon his action in the speakership 
fight; but we believe it to be a duty to 
place him before the-voters, while the 
question is still open. 
Mr. Bennett may be everything that 
the position of speaker demands, but 
Mr. Poor knows, everyone who has 
studied men in the public life of the 
state knows, that there is a good deal 
of an unpleasant flavor attached. to 
him as a legislator. It is not necessary 
to go into the details, for they have 
been published many times. 
Knowing of these things (perhaps 
true, perhaps not true) we belieye that 


j any man who represents any such cone 


stituency as that of Andover, has no 
right to misrepresent his constituents 
by a vote for a man about whom there 
is the least question. 

There is little doubt but that Mr. 
Poor would profit in the matter of 
committee appointments, by placing 
himself with the winner, but if im so 
doing he does not represent the men 
who chose him he is ‘taking a wrong 
stand. 

We believe we voice the best senti- 
ment of Andover when we- protest 
against the Andover’ representative 
voting for a man, for so high and noble 
an office as that of speaker of the Mass- 
achusetts legislature, who has been 
charged with such things’ as Frank P. 
Bennett has. After Mr. Bennett has 
met the charges of the men whom he 
says have traduced him, and refuted 
them, there will be ample time in 
which to elevate him to the high of- 
fices of the land, Until then it is cer- 
tain that Andover wants no part in his 
elevation, and she will not endorse the 
man who misrepresents her by assist- 
ing in such elevation. 


The Andover Teachers. 


Two weeks ago there was a reference 
in this column te the possible demand 
on the part of the sehoel teachers for 
weekly payments, 

We did not approve of it and called 
attention in our protest to some of the 
phases of the’ question which made it 
an unwise change for the teachers to 
wish for. — Last week, Supt. Johnson 
stated in a communication to the 


Townsman, that the, teachers do not 
want weekly paynitit., and indirectly 


gave the impression that there was-no ! 


reason for the previous week’s “cinder.” 

We are pleased, as will several town 
officials be, that the teachers do not de- 
sire any change in their, times of pay- 
ment, but we cannot allow any im- 
pression to go out that it was “hasty 
criticism” to call attention toe such a 
possibility, without a word to justifiy 
that so called Criticism. 

The matter had been referred to in 
the school board at least once. One 
of the teachers had asked several of her 
mates if they would join in a’ request for 
such a change, and two of the principal 
town officials had) been approached re- 
garding the question. From this our 
readers may judge-whether the Towns. 
man was hasty in calling attention to 
some of the disagreeable things attend- 
ing any change, (of which most of the 
teachers had no knowledge), or whether 
it was not showing the very best kind of 
friendship for the two score-or so of 
young women who formso important a 
part of the life of the town, and who 
have had for the past ten years no more 
loyal and interested supporter than the 
man who penned the lines termed 
“hasty criticism”.

MARRIAGE BY PROXY. 


One of the queerest features of 
court life in Europe is the marriage by 
proxy of royal personages. There are 
at the present moment no less than 
tree royal ladies who have been thus 
wedded—the queen regent of Spain, the 
dowager queen of Portugal and the ex- 
queen of Naples. 

Kings and reigning sovereigns are 
held to be too important personages 
to be married any where else than in 
their» own dominions. On the other 
hand, it is held to be infra dignitatem 
for a spinster princess of the blood who 
is about to blossom into a full fledged 
queen or empress to travel abroad in 
quest of consort. 

In order to meet this difficulty the roy- 
al or imperial bridegroom delegates one 
of the principal nobles of the realm, 
who goes through the religious and civil 
portion of the wedding ceremony in 
the capital of the bride’s country on 
behalf of his master, making the re- 
sponses, -for-ahim: and’ tendering his 
hand, as well his ring, at the pre- 
seribed ‘points of the ceremony. He 
then accompanies her to his master’s 
dominions, acting as her chief escort. 

According to the ideas of the Roman 
Catholic church, a ceremony of this 
kind js sufficiently binding upon the 
‘bride and upon the royal bridegroom 
to render any further ceremony, eccle- 
siastical or civil superfluous: and when 
any_additional religious function takes 
place it usualy takes the form of a Te 
Deum and a solemn benediction, at- 
tended by both*husband and wife im- 
mediately upon the arrival of the latter 
in the capital of her adopted country.

Twelfth Century Tablecloths. 


In the twelfth century the tablecloths 
were very darge and were. always laid 
on the table double, For a long time 
they were called ‘‘doublers” for that 
reason. The cloth was first placed so 
as to touch the floor on thé side of the 
table at which the guests sat. Then ull 
the cloth that remained was folded so 
that it covered the table. 

Charles V had 67 .tablecloths which 
were from 15 to 20 yards long and 2 
yards wide. He had one cloth which 
was 32 yards long, and that had the 
arms of France embroidered on it in 
sik. All of these were fringed. 

In the sixteenth century, ‘‘doublers,”’ 
or double cloths, were-replaced by two 
tablecloths ,one of Which was small and 
was laid just as we lay ours today. 

The other, which was put on over it, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
linen. It ‘was skillfully folded ‘in such 
a way that, a8 a book of that time says, 
“it resembled a’ winding river, gently 
ruffled by a little breeze, for among 
very many little folds were here and 
there great bubbles.” 

It must have required .much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcel'’ars, 
sauce dishes and glasses. stand steadily 
in the midst of this undulating sea and 
among those “bubbles” and puffy folds. 

However, the fashion-had only a short 
existence, as is apt to be the case wth 
unpractical fashions, and toward the 
latter part of the century a single cloth, 
je uo a00y ey} Sulryono} puw yey pret 
sides of the table, came into general 
use.—Youth's Companion.

Albert F. Snell, son of Mrs. George ©. | 
Snell was drowned in a pond on the 
Shirley farm in the eastern part of the 
town sometime between Friday and 
Sunday morning. 

The young man had been subject to | 
fits for a number of years.

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The Special Town Meeting 


| Concerning the article in the town 
Warrant to be acted upon at the Special 
} town meeting called for Monday even- 
ing at 7.30 o'clock, viz: To see if the 
Town will vote to accépt the provisions 
of Sect. of Chap. 548 of the acts of 
I8s¥s, said section reading ag Tullows: 
“tn towns which vote to accept the 
provisions of this section or have Voted 
to accept the corresponding provisions 
of carher laws, there shail be elected 
at the annual meeting a highway sur- 
veyor who shall hold office tor one year, 
Upon the election of such surveyor the 
omee of road commissioner shall termj- 
nate,” there is a principle . involved 
Worthy of serious consideration, It is 
for the individual voter to determine 
at that time whether he can trust to his 
own intelligence sufficiently to express ’ 
or declare his own preference by airect 
vote, for the man who is to have abso- 
lute charge of the highway department, 
or, if the matter of personal choice in 
regard to the voting for this function. 
ary, shall be waived, and thus depend 
upon the fancy of the selectmen who 
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shall exercise the power of appoint- 
|ment. In short it means whether a 
voter shall wote for the man of his 


choice, or if in a place where two or 
three men (it may be more, it may be 
less intelligent than himself) shall be 
gathered together, a person of their se- 
lection shall of necessity Become his 
own. Can a man vote himself as well 
as someone else can do it for him? The 
answer to this question three years ago 
Was emphatically ‘‘no,.’ at that time 
there be.ng only two voters in the town 
who had sufficient confidence _in an 
election by the people to vote “yes.” 
Now the the ardent supporters of the 
pet scheme of “appointment” who 
threw away their right of individual 
| suffrage, appear the most earnest to 
reclaim it. The most touching argument 
Which was advanced at the time, why 
the selectmen should be given the pow- 
er of “making up the people’s minds,” 
was that the office would then be re- 
moved from politics. A fair statement 
is, that never before the appointive 
| System came into effect, were the offices 
| of superintendent of streets and of se- 
lectmen plunged deeper into the baser 
and trickier elements of politics. Polt- 
tics absolutely: In the morning at dawn 
at noon, under the trees by the road- 
side in the summer, and inthe snow- 
drifts in winter, and politics all night, 
throughout the year. This was not the 
prophecy of the promoters, it is only 
the result of the experience, 

The appointive method has been tried, 
it has proven an unmitigated failure: it 
; has also been a fair success, which it 
Was, depended upon the men in oftice. 
Under this system, lack of intelligence 
jin the selectmen would handicap the 
; Most model superintendent, as he would 
be nothing but a puppet or a scapegoat 
for the board. Dependent upon them fot 
the office, he must submit to their dic- 
tation and cannot do otherwise than 
cater to the plane of their intelligence. 
In matters of incompetency there has 
been no fixing of responsibility and 
questions simmer down to pot and ket- 
tle arguments, and the people are none 
‘the wiser. Under the proposed plan pol- 
itics in the case is just what the people 
make it. They are directly responsible 
for the nomination of candidates, the 
election of the man, and he— without 
shuffling or squirming, or backing or 
filling is directly responsible to > them 
for his acts. Eyery qualified Wwoter has 
a chance for the office and once a year 
the voters may call their servant di- 
rectly to account, without striking ove 
the shoulder of go-betweens. 

The underlying principle oof popular 
Vote appears to be fair. What nrotives 
now inspire the change of tactics hiow- 
ever—the inner motives—of course vnly 
the prime movers. know. It has bee! 
suggested that the apparent fairness of 
the measure is used as.a mask behind 
Which lurks the elements of disappoint- 
ment, spite, revenge, self interest and 
kindred motives. 

The. question affects every voter and 
the various phases should be well ©on- 
sidered, Having determined what_ is 
just an] fair, the sincerity of the pur- 
pose and of the actual promoters 
the question be settled by a vot:
